A VIRTUE OR A VICE?—"Is thrift 


a virtue or a vice'" la a question pro- 
pounded by A. Kathoff in Schoor'a 
Ffcmllienblatt, of Berlin. Is it the lever 
of all economical progress and wealth, 
or Is It the source of all poverty and 
misery' These Questions have become 
most important ones In our economical 
development. 
The ancients did not 


trouble themselves much about thrifty 
habits 
Plato's aristocartic mind look- 


ed upon thrift as a kind of sin. 
The 


Greeks regarded the whole business rf 
money making as extremely low and 
unworthy of a freeman. 
Different 


ideas prevailed during the Middle Ages. 
The merchant and tradesman not only 
became powerful, but they were the 
most Intelligent people of their time. 
Like abstemiousness, thrift was advo- 
cated by the leading people and the 
governments of all countries, more or 
less, encouraged sober Habits In their 
people. 
In an academical speech by 


Melanctlion in lf>36, the Saxon govern- 
ment is commended for Its ordinances 
against luxury, and such rules and 
ordinances existed until the latter part 
of the eighteenth century.

Catechism," 
says
